Bold Bank Robbery and Murder 
at Columbus Grove, 0. 


An Unknown Desperado’s Bloody Work 
in the Exchange Bank. 


THE CASHIER BADLY WOUNDED AND AN 
OLD FARMER KILLED. 


The Robber and Murderer Declares Him- 
self a Second Jesse James and Es- 
capes With a Package of $1,500 in 
Greenbacks—Armed Posses Overtake 
and Kill the Desperado—Editor Elliott 
Sentenced To-Day. 


CoLUMBUS, Aug 8.—A special to the Zvening 
Dispatch from Lima, O., says: One of the 
boldest bank robberies and murders ever 
perpetrated in this section of the country 
occurred this morning at Columbus Grove, a 
town of about two thousand people twelve 
miles north of here. Oashier T. J. Maple had 
just opened the Exchange Bank, of which his 
father is proprietor, and laid out about $3,000 
near the cashier’s'window. About §:30a man 
appeared at the door with a revolver in each 
hand. He immediately began shooting. 
Cashier Maple was struck twice, once in the 
arm and once in the right side. As he 
fell to the floor an old farmer, 
William Vandebark, aged 60, entered 
the door, having come to get his 
money for some hogs he had justsold. The 
robber turned and shot him through and 
through. The old man fell dead in his tracks. 
Athird man sat in the lobby of the bank par- 
alyzed with fear. He was not molested. The 
desperado then grabbed $1,500 in greenbacks, 
shoved them inthe pockets of his sack coat 
and darted ont of the door, shouting: 

Jam a second Jesse James!’’ 

Quite a crowd had been attracted by the 
sounds of the shots, but there was a scatter- 
ing when the wild-eyed murderer appeared 
on the street having a gun in either hand and 
shooting indiscriminately. One of the by- 
standers, Henry Buck, failed to get out of 
the way fast enough and was struck 
by a bullet from the rapidly 
speaking revolver. The fellow ran to the 
outskirts of the town and disappeared into a 
big cornfield. The desperado is described as 
being short and heavy set, with full face and 
small black mustache. He wore a black al- 
paca coat, blue pants with white stripes and 
ne vest. He appeared to be about 
Sor years old. A posse was quickly or- 
ganized and started in pursuit. Another 
posse started from West Cairo and at this 
time Sheriff O’ Neill and Chief of Police Aplas 
are organizing an armed band here to assist 
inthe search. If found the fellow will de 
shot down like a dog. 


It is thought the wounds of Maples and 
Buck are not necessarily fatal. Vandebark, 
who was killed, was a prosperous farmer in 
Union Township. He leaves a large family. 
A big reward is offered for the capture of the 
Villain.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Increase in the Amount of Grain to Be 
Handled. 


West Srrertor, Wis., Aug. 8.—Great 
Northern Railway officials here have been 
computing the volume of grain to be handled, 
and it is estimated that there will be an ex- 
cess of 2,000,000 bushels over last year. 
This will make a total of 70,000,000. An order 
has been issued from the Northern head- 
quarters to officers here to perfect all equip- 
ments and cars to handle 12,000,000 bushels 
more than the road handled last year, which 
aggregated 15,000,000. Other roads figure on 
a proportionate increase, and the Northern 
Pacific people say their percentage of increase 
will exceed this. A sharp advance in lake 
freights is anticipated. 


BARON VON SCHROEDER’S FAST TRAIN. 

Cuicaco, III.. Aug. 8.—Baron Von 
Schroeder, the German banker, and his party, 
arrived here this morning from San Fran- 
cisco. The party is running on 
the fastest schedule ever made between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Ocean by 
regular train service. It has aspecial car 
attached successively to the fast trains of the 
connecting roads across the continent, and 
the actual time from its departure from 
San Francisco till its arrival in 
New York is scheduled at 4 days, 16 hours and 
50 minutes. The distance is over 2,900 miles, 
which gives an average speed throughout, 
including stops, of a trifie over twenty-five 
miles per hour. The average west of woe 7 
was 22’ miles and that east of Chicago will 
be 35 miles per hour. 


ABSORBED BY THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 8.—The Manitoba & 
Northwestern Rallway will absorb the Mani- 
toba system of the Northern Pacific and will 
in turn be swallowed up by the Canadian 
Pacific. This will give the latter corporation 
every mile of railroad in Manitoba. The only 
difficulty in the way of a direct fusion of the 
Canadian Pacefic and the Northern Pacific is 
that a consolidation of the two companies is 
forbidden by the charter of the latter com 
pany. Mr. Van Horn’s trip to England is 
said to have been in conjunction with this 
project. 

THE B. & O. S NEW DIVISION. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. §.—It is given out 
here that the opening to-day of the Saltimore 
& Ohio’s new route to the West, via Akron, 
O., will not for the present cause any change 
in the moving of passenger trains between 
Baltimore and Chicago. It is expected, 
however, that in the fall the Chicago and 
Akron Division, which has just been com- 
pleted, will be inthe best of condition and 
that fast time can then be made overit. The 
Baltimore & Ohio will then put on trains rup- 
ning through between New York and Chicago. 


THE GRAND TRUNK’S PRESIDEST.

THE WAR IN CHILL. 


United States Consul Dougherty Says It 
Is a Ridiculous Revolution. 


BALMACEDA ABLE TO COPE WITH AND 
RESIST THE INSURGENTS. 


—ͤ — 


The Latter Recognize the Hopelessness of 
Their Cause—A New Estimate of the 
President of Chili—The Scheme of a 
West Indian Confederation—Starving 
in India—The Kaiser's Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—Mr. Aquilla J. 
Dougherty, United States Consul at Callao, 
Peru, who has just returned from that coun- 
try, left forthe West last evening, after a 
brief stay at Washington, during which time 
he has visited the State Department and the 
Bureau of American Republics. Mr. Dough- 
erty is fresh from a field where he could 
observe the Chilian revolution from a van- 
tage ground, and his views upon the situa- 
tion there are interesting. 

The present war in Chiu, said he, ‘‘is 
the most ridiculous revolution I ever knew 
or read of. It does not deserve the name of 
revolution. The revolutionists are stationed 
at Iquique, several hundred miles from San 
Diego, where Balmaceda has his headquar- 
ters. Balmaceda has a force of 30,000 men at 
his command and the insurgents have 7,000. 
Between these two capitals of the opposing 
forces lies a mountain range that is simply 
impassable by any armed force. The insur- 
gents know this and will not attempt it. 
They have no ships with which to carry their 
men to sea, and if they had they would be 
destroyed, for Balmaceda has the entire 
coast protected by torpedo boats. Even if it 
were posiible to convey their men where 
they might engage the troops of Balmaceda 
the insurgents recognize the hopelessness of 
their success against such superior numbers. 
This idea ofa party o. revolutionists being 
700 miles from the people against whom they 
have revolted, and totally unable to come 
nearer to them, strikes an American as be- 
ing very far removed from what we would 
call insurrection or rebellion. 

ein the meantime, while opposing the 
party in power, the insurgents are living 
well and seem to be prospering. They occu- 
py the rich district of Tarapaca, with its 
boundless quantities of nitrates, a territory 
Chilia few years ago wrested from Peru. 
From the large revenue they derive from 
these nitrates they are enabled to feed them- 
selves and live comfortably. Merchant ves- 
sels put in at Iquique and trade in this pro- 
duct as they did before the rebellion and the 
money thus brought to them is the chief in- 
come of the insurgents. 

Mr. Doughtery takes quite a different view 
of Balmaceda from that generally held by 
the people of the United States. Instead of 
being the tyrant he is pictured,Mr. Dougherty 
says he stands for all that is liberal and pro- 
gressive on the western coast of South 
America. 

Before he came to power, said the gen- 
tleman, there was but one church in Chill 
and marriage was illegal unless the cere- 
mony was performed bya Catholic priest. 
Now there is religious tolerance and man can 
worship as he pleases. Other denominations 
are prospering and the Presbyterian Church 
in particular has a strong following. In Peru 
it ig quite different, for there the Catholic 
Church is the only one permitted. 


PRESENTED TO THE KAISER.

The Countess mentioned 
that her husband had in his possession some 
letters written by Napoleon I., dated Ber- 
lin, 1806. Emperor Wliliam was greatly in- 
terested, and requested that the letters be 
shown him. Upon this becoming known, 
several celebrated families of Prussia, whose 
forefathers had played important parts in 
the campaign of that year, such as the Ho- 
henlohe, Kleist, Kalckreut, Hatzfeldt and 
Willenburg families, decided to present to 
His Majesty all the letters, decrees and other

The Marquis of Aylesbury says that the 
mansion will go to rack and ruin if 
he is obliged to keep it, as he is 
not in possession of sufficient means to main- 
tainit. The court reserved its decision on 
the application until Monday. 

STARVATION IN INDIA. 

The news of starvation in India, coming 
after Sir John Gorst’s glowing presentation 
of Indian estimates, has caused a painful 
impression, not among philanthropists only, 
but the general public. Itisfelt that some- 
thing is radically wrong, and that the Indian 
Goverment has failed in its duty to provide 
against famine. This coupled with a prose- 
cution ofa native journal for reflection on 
the Indian Government, has made both the 
Marquis of Lansdowne and Viscount Cross 
subjects for unfavorable comment. The 
sentence of death in the case of the Manipur 
princes has not yet been carried out. 

A VILE ARTICLE. 

It is stated that the Queen has directed that 
a Tory newspaper which recently repub- 
lished a vile article about the royal family 
froman obscure paper in Australia shall be 
Cropped from the list of periodicals procured 
for the royal perusal. Many prominent Con- 
servatives and Liberals have also taken this 
way of showing theif displeasure. It is said 
that while the paper in question assumed to 
defend the royal family against the attack 
which it quoted, the real motive was a de- 
sire to hurt the feelings of the Prince of 
Wales, who has snubbed he social aspira- 
tions of the owner of the sheet.

THE SEA SERPENT WINS. 


Capt. Lawler’s Dory Arrives in the En- 
glish Channel. 

Loxpox, Aug. 8.—Capt. Lawler, on board 
the American dory Sea Sernent, which started 
from America on an ocean race with the Mer- 
maid, another dory officered and manned by 
Oapt. Andrews, arrived at Coverack, near 
Lizard Point, on the English Channel, at 6:80 
Wednesday morning. His recital of the inci- 
dents of the trip shows many narrow escapes 
from death. The most exciting event was an 
encounter he had with a shark and the novel 
method he adopted to fight the monster, 

On the night of July 24 he went to sleep, 
after he had made his rudder ropes fast and 
otherwise prepared his boat to care for her- 
self. He was suddenly awakened by a grind- 
ing noise, and upon investigating found a 
shark rubbing against the boat. He paid no 
attention to this, as it was a common occur- 
rence. Suddenly the boat gave a twist, and 
he found that the shark had turned over 
and had one end of the boat 
in its mouth trying to gnaw it 
off. Capt. Lawler saw that something 
must be done or he would shortly makea 
meal forthe shark. He had a harpoon, but 
was afraid that if he threw it he might lose 
it. He tried to lash a knife to the harpoon, 
so that he might stab the shark without dan- 
ger of losing his weapon, but he found that 
he would not have time to doit, as the shark 
was exerting all its strength and its powerful 
jaws were almost crunching the boat. 

A brilliant idea dawned upon the captain’s 
mind, and taking a patent yacht signal,a 
number of which he had on board and which 
consisted of an explosive preparation which 
acts somewhat after the manner of Roman 
candles, he lit the fuse and then wrapped the 
signal in a newspaper. Then he threw his 
novel weapon overboard. As soon as it 
touched the water the shark let go the boat 
and made a dash for it. This was an unfortu- 
nate move on the part of the shark, for just 
as he seized it it exploded, much to the detri- 
ment of the shark’s internal anatomy. 

Capt. Lawler has recovered from his fa- 
tigue incident to a trans-Atlantic voyage 
when the ship’s company is like that of the 
Nancy Brig—one man—and has left Coverack 
and gone to Cowes, Isle of Wight, in his little 


craft. The Mermaid has not yet arrived at 
any English port.

HARRISBURG, Fa., Aug. 8.—The Common- 
wealth has fired the first shot in the litigation 
growing out of the Bardsley defalcations. 
Two suits were entered to-day, one against 
the County of Philadelphia and the other 
against John Bardsley, late City Treasurer, 
The first is to recover personal property 
tax for 188, amounting to $622,013.11, 
and the second for tIicense taxes 
amounting to $527,604.18, less credits of $16, - 
000 on account of taxes paid by brewers, 
brokers, theaters, wholesale and retail 
liquor dealers since the first settlement and 
during the months of March, April and May, 
1601. Under the construction of the act of 
June 1, 1889, the county is required to 
pay into the State Treasury the entire 
amount of personal property tax for 
1990, less the 1 per cent commission 
of the County Treasurer. When this is done 
the Auditor-General will issue the warrant 
for $259,967.07 in favor of said tax under sec. 
16 of the act of 1889. On the 30th of December 
the Auditor-General] issued a warrant of $150, - 
000, as part payment of the one-third amount, 
and June 18, 1601, there was paid 
$150,000 on the general account, 
which was included in the settlement. 
Attorney-General Henzel contends that no 
defense can be made because no exceptions 
to the statement of account were filed within 
the required period. When the bondsmen of 
John Bardsley pay $120,000,the amount of 
their bond, that will go as credit on his ac 
count. L. D. Gilbert, Esq., of this city, is 
associate counsel for Philadelphia in these 
suits. The State will be represented by the 
Attorney-General and Deputy Attorney- 
General.

For some 
reason the impression got abroad among the 
crowd who had assembled after the accident 
thet Rechtin had thrown White outof the 
buggy, and when Patrolmen Young and Me. 
Donald came up they arrested Rechtin and 
took him tothe station, where after his ex 
cited defense had been heard he was locked 
up. To-day, after it had become plain that 
White’s death was an accident caused prin. 
cipally by his own reckless driving, Rechtin 
was sent to the Police Court to be prosecuted 
for interfering with street-car men, and his 
case was continued. Supt. J. F. Richardson 
of the car company got into a buggy early 
this morning and spent an hour investigating 
the case. At noon he reported to Police Ser- 
geant Chas. H. Rea that he could not find 
that Conductor Cassidy or Motorman Moran 
were in any way to dlame for the affair, and 
de should retain them both.

THE FEDERAL ANTI-TRUST LAW. 
The United States district attorneys! 
waited for more than a year after the ap- 
proval of the Federal anti-trust law to be 
officially informed by Attorney-Genera 
MILLER that there is such a law and that 
they are expected toenforce it. From all 
present indications they will now wait an- 
other year ortwo for some Citizen to sup- 
ply them with legal proofs of the existence 
of trusts or combinations in restraint of 
trade, and to make outa case for them of 
an actual violation of the law in inter- 
state commerce. 

The district attorneys at St. Louis and 
Chicago have both in newspaper inter- 
views stated their belief in the existence of 
the illicit combinations and in the crimi- 
nality of their business methods, but were 
careful to state that this belief was not 
founded on such evidence as would justify 
them in beginning a prosecution. The 
District Attorney at Chicago even went 80 
far as to express his opinion that a 
horrible state of affairs had been 
brought about in the coal and 
iron trades by trust management 
so tyrannous that small dealers were 
afraid to resist and even workingmen were 
forced to become active allies and refuse 
to handle shipments not the product of 
trust concerns. And still he did notknow 
what he was going to do about it or 
whether he could do anything for the 
cowed smal! dealers and enslaved working- 
men until they summoned pluck enough 
to take the bull by the horns and down 
him. 

The trouble with the district attorneys 
seems to be that they have taken the cue 
for delay from their official superiors, and 
cannot believe that their party really 
wants them to attack and knock out the 
tat-frying combinations which are notori- 
ously the creatures and prime favorites of 
its policy. If it wanted to knock out 
oil trusts, glass trusts and natural 
gas trusts, why was a prom- 
inent promoter of these robber com- 
binations placed in control of the Treas- 
ury Department and made chief engineer 
of the second term machine? The paw of 
an illegal combination is placed in full 
view of the whole country upon every pro- 
tected product that is exported and sold 
to foreigners cheaper than to home con- 
sumers, and such cases are so numerous 
and so notorious that delay in bringing 
them into court simply proves that the 
Federal anti-trust law was not enacted in 
good faith or witha view to its effective 
enforcement. 


THe old-fashioned idea that the best 
guarantee of peace lay in a peaceable dis- 
position all around has been discarded in 
favor of the idea that peace can be pre- 
served only by enormous armaments. At 
the conclusion of the German Emperor’s 
visit to England it was thought that this 
sort of guarantee was greatly strengthened 
by the adhesion of Great Britain to the 
Triple Alliance. Now, however, it is an- 
nounced that a counter guarantee has been 
made by Russia and France. As the office 
of keeper of the peace falls to the party 
which is the strongest it will now become 
necessary to test this question by a bloody 
war. Militarism is a very serious thing, 
but it has its funny side. 
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Ex-SENATOR INGALLS’ discussions of the 
social question are very witty, and now and 
then he says something that sounds like 
wisdom, but he is so thoroughly discredited 
that people are unable to take him se- 
riously. Hespent eighteen years in the 
United States Senate, where he failed con- 
spicuously to rise to his opportunities. He 
is now descending to them and has become 
a very ordinary county fair fakir. His in- 
ordinate vanity receives no check in his 
present occupation, and he will probably 
be happy as long as he can provoke a 


laugh from his rural audiences.

Alleged Delays in the Pension Bureau— 

Wasninotror, D. CO., Aug. 8.—Acting- 
Secretary Nettleton recently received a letter 
from L. T. Hunt of Springfield, Mo., detailing 
complaints he had heard of alleged delays in 
the conduct of pension business at Washing- 
ton. He referred the letter to Gen. Raum, 
Commissioner of Pensions, and has been re- 
informed in reply that there is no ground 
whatever for such complaint. Gen. Raum 
says the official mail ofthe Bureau amounts 
to about 500,000 pieces a month and that the 
mall division is under orders to acknowledge 
the receipt of all letters coming to the office 
to Which a more extended reply cannot de 
given.

SWORN STATEMENTS OF GERMAN EXPORTERS. 

Acting Secretary Nettleton has informed 
the Secretary of State that no objection is 
perceived to the adoption of the plan sug- 
gested by the United States Consul General at 
Berlin, in regard to the sworn statements of 
German subjects as to the value of mer- 
chandise intended for export to the United 
States. He says that the statement of a Ger- 
man subject, made under oath to a consular 
officer, is of little value for the reason that 
the German laws do not recognize the 
authority of foreign officers to administer 
oaths to German subjects. Inorderto make 
such statements legally binding he suggests 
that the persons presenting the same be re- 
quired to have them first acknowledge before 
a German notary whose signature and seal 
may afterward be authenticated by the Con- 
sul.

APPALLING SIGHT. 


THE GHASTLY DISCOVERY MADE BY 4

The Decomposed Body of Mrs. William T. 
Coleman Found in Her Tumble-Down 
Shanty—Her Husband Found Asleep 
Near the Body. 

NEw Tom, Aug. 8.—In a miserable tumbDie- 

down shanty that stands on the big lot owned 

by John D. Orimmins, running half way be- 
tween Park and Madison avenues, on Fifty- 


unspeakable evidences of filth, degradation 
and crime. Coleman was placed under arrest 
and taken to the Yorkville Police Court, 
where he was remanded to await the action 
ot the coroner. Coleman and his wife have 
occupied this miserable hovel for about two 
years. The place itself is asad apology for any 
thing une a human habitation. The house 
consists of three very badly shattered shan- 
ties fronting at No.72 East Fifty-ninth street. 
Coleman and his wife had occupied the house 


facing the street as a store tosell candy and 
newspapers. Asa general rule Mrs. Coleman 
waited on what few customers happened 
to drop in and Coleman spent his time visit- 
ing the saloons inthe neighborhood. When 
intoxicated it was his habitto beat his wife 
until she dropped senseless. For the last 
week thé door leading tothe store has been 
closed and the only sign of life to be seen 
about the place was in the shape of a big 
Newfoundland dog, who paced up and down 
the yard, showing his teeth and growling in 
a way that showed he was master of the 
premises. The first thing that attracted the 
attention of Policeman Sealey some days ago 
was the horrible stench that came from the 
rear of the old shanty. He could not quite 
make out what it was, but put it down to the 
bad condition of the premises, looked at the 
Newfoundland dog that paced the yard like a 
sentinel and forgot all about the smell in at- 
tending to bis other duties. 
AN APPALLING SIGHT. 

Yesterday the odor that came from the 
shanty seemed to be more villainous than 
anything that had gone before. The dog 
even seemed to be everpowered with the ter- 
rible stench, for he curied himself up ina 
corner of the lot and seemed perfectly list- 
less. Sealey called Policeman Toppin and 
decided to make an investigation. They 
climbed over the fence, Dut as they ap- 
proached the house the dog crawled to the 
door and planted himself on the steps. He 
was lean and gaunt, and had evidently long 
been a stranger toa good feed.

A telegram from Francisco announces 
that Mrs. James E. Mills, wife of the geolo- 
gist of that name, has become a convert to 
the doctrines preached by Dr. Cyrus Teed, 
founder of what is called the Kareshani Com- 
munity of Chicago. The news has a special 
interest for a large number of St. Louisans, as 
the Mills family lived in St. Louis several 
years and were well known in thecity. Ac- 
cording to the telegram Mrs. Mills has left 
her husband and children to become one of 
Teed’s favorite disciples and Mr. Mills has in 
consequence broken up housekeeping and re- 
moved to his mountain home at Quincy, Cal. 
He takes the matter philosophically and tries 
to make the best of it. 

Mrs. Mills seemed to be very much affected 
when the abandonment of her home was 
mentioned. it was the greatest sacrifice she 
had ever made, but there was no way out of 
it. It was her duty—a matter of necessity, 
etc. 

She professed the greatest faith in Teed and 
said he was the Elias who was to announce 
the second coming of Christ. She believed 
that he would pass into the spiritual world as 
Ohrist had done. 

Both Mr. and Mrs, Mills are well educated 
and highly cultured people and have always 
moved inthe best society. Mr. Mills was 
educated at Harvard University and was a 
favorite student of Agassiz, the eminent 
scientist, and is stillon terms of intimacy 
with Agassiz’s son. He made geology his 
special study at college, but after leaving 
Harvard he studied for the ministry and in 
time became the pastor of the Swedenborgian 
Church of Brooklyn. 

Soon after the war he removed with his 
family to St. Louis and this city was his home 
for the nezt eight or nine years. They 
left here in 1875 or thereabouts and went to 
California, where they have since resided. 
Mr. Milis occasionally filled the pulpit at the 
little Swedenborgian Church on Lucas ave- 
nue, near Ewing avenue, but was not the 
regular pastor of the church, and, tn fact, 
has not had charge of a congregation since 
he left Brooklyn. While in St. Louis Mr. 
Mills followed the occupation of a chemist, 
geologist, mining expert and furnace 
builder. He built the Midland furnace in 
Crawford County, this State, and was also 
employed for some time at Mine La Motte. 
He made several trips toCalifornia and other 
portions of the West in the interest of mining 
companies and one to South America for a 
Boston syndicate. He generally received a 
large salary and his family was well provid- 
ed for. His wife was considered a most esti- 
mable lady and a devoted wife and mother. 
She too had received an excellent education 
and was a devout member of the Swedenbor- 
gian Church. There were four children, two 
boys and two girls, and all but the youngest 
boy are now grown.

TRAVELERS’ TALES. 


News Gathered From Visitors to St. 
; Louis. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST PICKED UP IN THE 
HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


Causes of the Riots in the Louisiana Lum- 
ber Regions—A Remarkable Race of 
Outlaws—Licorice Plantations to Be 
Established in the United States—The 
Last of the Longhorns. 


There is nothing surprising to anyone 
who is at all acquainted with the lumber dis- 
tricts of Louisiana, said k. L. Thatcher of 
Baton Rouge, who is at the Southern, in the 
news that there has beena fight between a 
lot of the natives of the country along the 
Calcassieu River and white loggers. I have 
known that country for years and have had 
not a little experignce with its people, who 
are about as hard specimens as can be found 
anywhere in the United States. Just what 
race they belong to wouldjbe hard to say. 
Originally they were Indians, but there has 
been sucharemarkable admixture of blood 
since that it would be impossible to say what 
predominates. They are everywhere known 
as the Red Bones. A great many Mexicans 
lived among them at one time, there area 
few French, a number of negroes and a 
sprinkling of Americans. Such a thing as 
marriage is practically unknown among the 
Red Bones, and it can be well imagined how 
mixed the biood is. They are a murderous, 
pilfering set, and are hated and despised not 
only by the whites, but even by the negroes 
who live near them. The section 
of country that they inhabit is good for noth- 
ing except timber, and is so intensely mala- 
rial that no one but the red bones can live 
there. As they are known as thieves and 
robbers they are driven off whenever they 
come near a plantation on the borders of the 
land that has been given up to them, and 
consequently hate the whites most bitterly. 
All are armed,as there is no kind of law 
among them, and the State and Parish au- 
thorities pay no attention to any of the 
frequent murders that occur in the 
Red Bones country. There has always been 
clashing between them, and the whites who 
have gone into the forests during the logging 
season, but never anything like the fight that 
took place a few days ago. If the Sheriff’s 
posse is sent out against them it will go hard 
with the Red Bones, for the people would be 
only too giad to wipe out the entire gang.’’ 


A VANISHING TEXAS TYPE. 

„1 have just come from my home, said 
William Simpson of Dallas, Tex., who is at 
the Laclede, Where I oversaw the shipment 
ofa lot of range cattle. A man who saw the lot 


sent out this year, could scarcely believe that 
they were the descendants of the old Texas 
longhorns. They average at least 300 pounds 
more than the old Texas stock, and do not 
resemble them in any particular. They are 
no longer longhorns, but many of them are 
shorthorns, althou the majority 
are of Hereford bi , about three-fourths 
pure as Herefords stand the drouths to which 
we are sometimes subject better than Dur- 
hams or Devons, and can travel further to 
water. Our cattle will now compare favora 
bly with any grass-fed cattle in the country. 
It used to be a general belief that Texas 
grass would not put fieshon steers, but as 
soon as we got rid of our old stock it was seen 
that the trouble was in the animals, and not 
in the ss. The closing of the Texas trail 
has en a benefit instead of a 
detriment toour cattle interests. As long 
as the cattle were driven to 
market, good stock was at a discount, for the 
longhorn stood fatigue and exposure better 
than a well-bred steer, which was about its 

nly virtue. With the disappearance of the 

ree grass the longhorn yanished from 
Northern Texas, and is now almost as ex- 
tinct as the buffa The only place where it 
can still be found is on some of the great 
ranges of the Southwest. 


USES OF LICORICE. 

Not many people in the country under- 
stand how important a part in the imports 
the plant known as licorice plays, said W. 
F. Gerald of Richmond, Va., who is at the Lin 


dell, ‘‘weaill know that school children are 
in the habit of chewing it, and are familiar 
with the thick black sticks in which it is most 
commonly seen, Sometimes the root is sold, 
but stick licorice has about driven the root 
out of the market. Butthis is its most un- 
important use. The tobacco chewer is apt to 
look with scorn upon the masticator of 
licorice, oblivious to the fact that much of 
his enjoyment is derived from she same 
source, as chewing tobacco without licorice 
would not vary greatly from smoking tobacco. 
Hundreds of tons of it are used every year by 
tobacco manufacturers. Physicians use it 
extensively, and itis oneof the most valu- 
able articles in the druggists’ pharmacopea 
for disguising the tastes of unpleasant med 
icines. In porter breweries it is used to im- 
part the familiar sweetish taste, and even 
ale brewers sometimes employ it. All of it is 
imported, the most coming from Sicily, buta 
very considerable quantity from England. 
There has recently been a movement set on 
foot by some tobacco manufacturers to estab- 
lish p tations in this count and before 
long we may raise our own licorice.’’

THE GRAIN CROPS OF EUROPE AND THE : 


UNITED STATES. 


An Unprecedentedly Favorable Market 


for American Wheat-The Crops of 
Eastern Europe Over-Estimated — 
Amount of the Storage. 


From present indications the increase in 
the flour trade of St. Louis will be neariy, if 
not quite, equal to the addition tothe wheat 
trade. This has long been recognized as a 
likelihood, but now it is practically asssured . 
What the wheat exports were to be, de- 
pended largely ubon the quality of the Euro- 
pean crop. What the flour exports will 
amount to depends upon the quantity. 

THE FOREIGN CROP. 

Just what this would be has not been de- 
termined until recently. The unknown quan- 
tity has been the Russian and Hungarian 
crops. Concerning these there have deen 
a great variety of contradictory reports, but 
now that the season is sufficiently advanced 
toadmit of a close and accurate estimate 
being made, it is evident that those who 
were accused of pessimism were really guilty 
of optimism. It is within the mark to assess 
it at 15 percent less than last year’s crop, 
which was officially put at 196,800,000 Dusheis, 
reducing the quantity toa little over 167 ,000,000 
bushels. Allowing 13,000,000 bushels for Fo- 
land, as compared with 15,000 ,000 
bushels for 1890, we have 180. -
